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Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  agricultural 
trade  surplus  rose  36  percent  to  $1.2 
billion  as  imports  dropped  much  more 
than  exports  in  August.  The  surplus  was 
$76  million  more  than  the  year-ago  level, 
and  the  cumulative  surplus  for  October 
1 991  through  August  1 992  totaled  $1 6.7 
billion,  19  percent  above  the  same 
period  last  year  (table  3). 

Exports  Down  -  The  U.S.  exported  $3.1 
billion  worth  of  agricultural  products  in 
August,  the  year’s  slowest  month  for 
exports,  but  9  percent  better  than  August 
1 991 .  Cotton  exports  continued 
downward  to  65,000  tons,  but  were  still 
ahead  of  last  August.  Meat  exports 
declined  10  percent,  the  first  drop  since 
April.  Tobacco  exports  were  down  more 
than  60  percent.  Edible  peanut  exports 
continued  strong  in  August,  and  ship¬ 
ments  for  the  year  were  62  percent 
ahead  of  the  same  period  last  year. 

Fiscal  1992  export  value  through  August 
totaled  $39  billion,  up  12  percent. 

Wheat  exports  rose  3  percent  from  July 
to  2.7  million  tons.  Exports  were 
635,000  tons  to  the  former  Soviet  Union, 
364,000  tons  to  Japan,  and  320,000  tons 
to  Pakistan.  The  cumulative  October- 
August  wheat  export  volume  totaled 
almost  32  million  tons,  31  percent  ahead 
of  last  year.  Export  value  was  about 
$370  million  for  August,  and  $4  billion  for 
October-August. 

Corn  exports  totaled  3.4  million  tons,  7 
percent  less  than  July.  Exports  were  1 0 
percent  less  than  last  August.  Japan 
purchased  alrrjpst  1.1  million  tons,  and 
Taiwan  took  more  than  300,000  tons. 

The  Republic  of  South  Africa  bought 
over  500,000  tons,  as  importing 
continued  in  order  to  replace  corn  lost  to 
drought.  Exports  to  Egypt  were  over 
250,000  tons.  October-August  volume 
was  37  million  tons,  1 1  percent  below 
the  year-ago  level  as  the  EC,  Mexico, 
and  some  north  African  countries 
reduced  purchases. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  increased  to 
363,000  tons  on  larger  shipments  of 
240,000  tons  to  Mexico.  Exports  were 
down  26  percent  from  last  August,  but 
strong  sales  earlier  in  the  year  put  the 


year-to-date  sales  27  percent  above  last 
year.  The  cumulative  total  through 
August  was  7  million  tons. 

Soybean  exports  totaled  1 .1  million  tons, 
1 8  percent  above  August  last  year. 
Shipments  to  Belgium  and  the 
Netherlands  totaled  over  150,000  tons, 
Japan  accounted  for  350,000  tons,  and 
Taiwan  160,000  tons.  While  exports  of 
soybeans  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
were  small,  shipments  of  soybean  meal 
totaled  200,000  tons,  almost  half  of  the 
month’s  meal  shipments.  October- 
August  soybean  export  volume 
approached  18  million  tons,  24  percent 
ahead  of  the  same  period  in  fiscal  1 991 . 

Imports  Decline  -  Agricultural  imports 
dropped  21  percent  from  July’s  record  to 
$1 .9  billion  in  August,  but  remained 
almost  $1 75  million  above  the  year-ago 
level.  Imports  fell  sharply  because 
unmanufactured  tobacco  imports,  $90 
million  in  August,  returned  to  normal 
levels  after  record  imports  of  $492  million 
in  July.  Meat  imports  dropped  sharply, 
and  total  meat  imports  through  the  year 
are  down  21  percent.  Cattle  imports 
jumped  1 1 4  percent,  oilseed  oils  82 
percent,  and^grape  juice  575  percent 
over  year-agp  levels.  Imports  for 
October  through  August  totaled  $22.4 
billion,  8  perpent  ahead  of  the  same 
period  last  year.  (Joel  Sceene, 
202-219-0822)  £3 
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Mexico  Trjade  -  Almost.  1  0  percent  ^f 
the  total  v^lue  of  U.S^tjricultural  :-j 
exports  went  to  Mexico  during  > 
January-August  1992.  In  1988, 
Mexico’s -Share  was  6  percent.  lnT©91 , 
animal  products  was  the  largest  export 
category,  and  beef  was  one  of  the 
fastest  growing  components.  Grain 
export  value  followed,  and  in  1 992, 
grain  sorghum  and  soybeans  exports 
have  been  strong.  On  the  import  side, 
about  10  percent  of  U.S.  imports  were 
from  Mexico  during  January-August 
1992,  versus  11  percent  in  1991  and 
1990.  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables, 
coffee,  and  cattle  accounted  for  a  large 
portion  of  imports  from  Mexico  (table  4).
